S. D. Waterman Tells of the Growth 


of the Berkeley School 


Department.

perintendent of Schools S. D. "Wnteiman 
has issued the following statist! s regard- 
ing the Berkeley School Department: 


"In 18S4 the number of census chil- 


dren between the ages of 5 and 17, In 
Berkeley, was 571. In 1S94, aft.-r the an- 
nexation of the Pera.Ua. and the Lorin 
districts, the number was 2209 
In 1904, 


the number is 4-154. This was the num- 
ber in April of thi's year, and the num- 
ber now is neaily, if not quite, jOQO. Dur- 
ing all these years there has- been 
a 
steady increase. In no year has there 
been -a decrease. 
"In 1900, the only school buildings 
in 
Berkeley proper were the Kellogg and 
the Rose Street, in this pait.of the town, 
and the San Pablo Avenue and the Sev- 


i ent.i Street in W^st Berkeley 
At that 
time there were 65 pupils in the High 
School with 3 teacheis, one of whom, the 
principal, was also obliged to act as su- 
perintendent. 
"Twenty teachers all told constituted 
the teaching force—twelve, including the 
High School in East Berkeley and eight 
in West Berkeley. 
When thr 
districts 
at the south of town were annexed and 
there had been al^o quite an inciease in 
all parts of the town, thiee r,ew build- 
ings were elected, eighteen rofms in. all. 
Theso were tho Whi'Uier. t.ie Columbus
